But enough, and more than enou/^di, of 
such poiildy. I leave Mr. DeOosmos to 
thopuopleof tiiis I'rovinoe, whoso ser- 
vant he IS, and to a proper Benso of so 
raucii shame and ignom!a7,''e.ilinga«m}'ed 
that the pooplo will succeed in rodticing 
a very much oer catimaUul polilician to 
his proper level.

Municipa! Street By-Law to regulate the con- 
struction, maintainance, and repairs of 
Streets within the City limits, and to regu- 
" ^ ^ iat^ thietl?luBII6;tra^^^^ thereon. 

[4:th June, 1873.] 

WHEREAS it is expedient for the good government of tLo Citj' of 
Victoria, B. C, to make provisions for the construction, main- 
tiiiimnce, and repairs of Streets within the City limits, and the 
regulation of the public traffic thereon. 

Be it tlicrefore enacted hy the Municipal Council of the City of Vic- 
toria, as follows : 

1. j^ho porHon or person.'; sliiiU ride or drive through any of the Pub- 
lic Streets of tlie City of Victoria, at a pace exceeding six miles an hour, 
under a ponnify not oxcccdin^- Five Dollars or such imprisonment as the 

• Stipendiary jMagistratu may direct. 

2. No ponson or persons engaged or concerned in the orcction, re- 
pair or alteration of any building, cellar or sewer within the City, shall 
be at liberty to occupy more than one-third of the width of the street, 
in front of sucli building, collar or sewer, with materials nccesHary for 
the erection, i-epair or alteration of such building, cellar or sower, un- 
less he or they shall obtain permission from the Mayor and Council, or 
from the Street Conimitteo of the Council, so to do ; and such person 
or persons shiill, if r('([uirnd by the Mayor and Council, or the Street 
Committoo, erect, such a fcnec and place such beacon lights around or 
near to hucIi buildiug, ccllm- or sower, as shall, by tius Mayor and 
Council or the Str(>ct (/oniniiltcc aforesaid, be tleoniod necessary to 
prevent accidents to persons or animals. And any person or persons 
ijnejfifliactiiig or refusing to comply with the provisions of this Section, or 
of any brder made in pm'suance thereof, shall, upon conviction, be 
liable to a line not exceeding Twenty Dolhus. 

3. No person shall tlirow or cause to bo thrown, or deposit On any 
of the footpaths, sidowallcs, highways, streets, thoroughfares or any 
public place within llio City limits, any rubbisli, liltli, ashes, offal, of 
any kind or any substanci^ wliich may be considered a nuisance by the 
Mayor and Council aforesaid, under a penalty not exceeding Twenty- 
Five iDbllfirs or Ten days imi.risonment at discretion of any Justice of 
the Peace, before whom such oiVonder shall be tried. 

4. No person or |)crsons shall iutcrupt any highway or Public thor- 
oughfare within the City limits, by erecting thereon an^^ fence, building, 
barricade, or obstruction of any nature or any land, or breal: up or dis- 
turb the surface of any Public street or highway unless by permission 
of the Mayor and Council or the Street Committee, on their behalf, and 
any street or highway so disturbed by the aforesaid permission shall 
without delay, bo put in as good condition by such perscni or persons 
as it was before the surface thei'eof was broken up or disturbed as 
aforesaid, and such person ov persons shall, within ii 
reasonable time, remove all surplus dirt or rubbish that 
that may have accumulated by reason of breaking up or disturbing 
the surfa'ce of such public street or highway, and shall also keep such 
parts of such public street or highway as shall have been broken up or 
a^turbfedlby him or tliom, in good repair for the space of throe nionth.s 
tMrea^fier.- And any jierson or persons who shall bo guilty of a broach 
of tho provisions of this Section may, on conviction thereof, be fined in 
any sum not exceeding Fifty Dollars. 

5. Every person who in any thoroughfare or Public place of tho 
said City shall throw or lay any dirt, litter, glass, ashes, canion, fiali, 
offal or rubbish, or throw or cause any such thing to go into any sewer, 
pipe or drain, or into any well, stream or wator-eourso, or put the same 
nitosuch a position that it may run into the harhour or into any pond or 
reservoir for water, or cause any oil'eiisive matter to run from anyman\i- 
factory, stable, slaughter house, but(.lier's shop or dunghill or any un- 
covered place, whether or not surrounded by a fence or wall, shall bo 
liable to a penalty not exceeding Twenty Dollars for oacli ofl'euec. 

6. Every person who shall empty or begin to empty any ])rivy or 
water closet within the said City, within the hours of six in the morning 
and eight in the evening, and who shall move along any thoroughfitro 
any uiglit soil, soap-lees, ammoniacal li'[Uor, or otliov such oil'ensivo 
matter, between the hours of six in the morning and eight in tlio even- 
ing, or who shall at any time use for such purpose any cart or carriage 
not having a proper covering, or who shall wilfully or oarelessly clop or 
spill any such ofifensive matter in the removal thereof, or who shall not 
carefully sweep or cleanse any such place in which any such ofTeuisive 
matter shall have been jilaced', spilled or dropped, shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding Twenty Dollars or not nujro than Eight Days' 
imprisonment for each oU'enco. 

7. Any person or persons who shall wilfully cut, hack, carve or 
otherwise deface, or injure or destroy any bridge withui the City limits, or 
■who shall ride or drive over any such bridge at a pace faster than a walk, 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Ten Dollars or to imprisonment 
in the Common Jail for a period not exceeding Four Days for each 
offence. 

8. No person or persons, <nvner or driver shall allow liis or their 
horse or horses to remain standing in or upon any of the streets or pub- 
lic places in this City without having the same securely fastened to a 
post or block of metal not Wdighing'less than thirty-li ve pounds, or leav- 
ing some person in charge of the same, and any infraction of this 
section shall be punishable by a tine not exceeding Ton Dollars or 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding Four days. 

9. Tbe Mayor and Council slmll have power under this By-Law to 
grade, gravel, metal, or nuikc any other improvements in any street, al- 
ley or' thoroughfare, within the City limits, whenever or wherever it shall 
be deemed by them exjjedient. 

10. When any street or portion of a street is graded, gravelled or 
metalled it shall bo lawful for the Mayor and Council, by an order in writ- 
inf to order tlie owner or owners of any lot or lots abutting on such street, 
or the agent or agents of such owner (jr owners to comjjlete, at the ex- 
pense of such owner or owners, tlie grading, gravelling or metalling of 
that portion of tho street abutting upon his or their lotor lots, tho grading, 
gravelling or metalling of which shall not have been completed by the 
Mayor and Council. And in the event of any such person or persons 
neglecting or refusing to comply with any such order for the space of 
One dav, or such other period as may be specified in such notice, 
the said Mavor and C<iuncii nhall Ix! at liberty to cause to bo graded, 
gravelled or metalled the portion of such street so ordered to bo graded 
gravelled or metalled l>y tho owner or owners of the lot or lots abutting 
thereon; and the exi)ense, costs and charges thereof, shall be recover- 
able at law from such owner or owners; and if such expenses, costs and 
charges be not paid l)y such owner or (jwuers or his or their agonl "or 
agents, within seven days .after luitice in writing, of tlie amount thereof; 
or of any judgment re(!overod in res]Kict of such exjjGiises, costs ami 
charges, shall not be paid at once, the amount of such expenses, costs 
and charges of such judgment may be registered as a claim against the 
lotor lottTabutting upon such street, tho owner or owners of which shall 
have been ordered and failed as afmesaiil to grade, gravol or metal the 
said street or some portion thereof. 

" n. If the owners of seveii-tcntlis in value of lots in or abutting on 
any str(,'efc or anv piu'tiou tlier(:of, in the ( 'ily of Victoj-ia, sliall sign a 
requisition calling upon the .^Lullit•ipal (Jouncii to grade, inncadamisc, 
pave, fence, drain, water, liglit, sweep, lay down side-walks or other- 
wise improve the said street or portion thereof, or if the occupiers of 
S0Y;en-t6"ths of the lots abutliiig on any street or portion of any street, 
shall Bi"n a r0(iuisition calliii;; upon tlie .Municipal Council to light, 
water sweep or hiy d(jwn side-w allcs m any such street orportion of such 
street'(aH tho case may be), the said :\I uiiicijial (Jouncil shall bo empow- 
ered after giving in sucli manner as they alone .shall deem expedient, 
not less than seven days' notice of such intention to each of the owners 
or occui)iers (as tho case may be) of the remaining three-tenths as shall 
not have signed the requisition, to levy, assess, and collect, a rate (not 
to exceed the amount to be estimated and mentioned in that behalf in 
BUcL requisition) upon the owners or occupiers (as tlie case may he) of 
tho lots in and al)utting on such street or ]iortion of stroet, in order to 
carry out sucli iminovenients, and may apply tho rate; wlion collected ac- 
cording to the prayer of such requisition, the IVliniicipal Council approv- 
ing such recpiisition, iji such manner as they may appoint by By-Law. 

12. No person shall wantonly fire or set oil' or discharge any guns, 
pistols, cannons, squibs', ' trackei's, or fireworks of any kind or descrip- 
tion, nor shall wear or carry on the jierson any londod fire-arms 
or dangerous weapons about tin; pcn'smi within tlie city liniita under a 
penalty not exceodihg Twenty-Five DoUai s for each ollencc . 

13. Any person or persons failing to comply with any Provision of 
this By-Law or any part thereof shall be subject to tho penalties herein 
atated, and BUcli penalties shall bo recoveraldn .summarily before any 
Juatioe of tho Peace having Jurisiliction within the limits of the said 
City or other persona specially mentioned in this By-Law.
